The crest of a_ billion-dollar 
flood, costliest in the nation’s’ 
history, appeared to have spent 
its strength on the Mississippi 
river south. of Cape Girardeau to- 
day as devastated areas upriver 
undertook the task of mopping 


up. 
At dikeless Cape Girardeau, 


‘about 100 miles south of St.- 


Louis, the river was thought to 
have reached its maximum level 
at 41.9 feet around midnight. That 
is nearly 10 feet above bankful. 
Total damage there was estimated 
at $1,000,000. 

The level at Cape Girardeau 
this morning had dropped to 41.7 
feet and was expected to fall to 
41.4 by Friday. 

Army engineers thought the 
Mississippi would cause no fur- 
ther trouble in its course toward 
the Gulf of Mexico. But they 
termed as “still critical” the situ- 
ation at levees on Chouteau is- 
land, just above St. Louis on the 
Illinois side, and in Perry county, 
Mo., where a low stretch protect- 
ing 23,500 acres of farm land is 
being strengthened. ‘ 


40 Blocks Covered. 


The Cape Girardeau fire de- 
partment said it was ready to be- 
gin washing down flooded streets 
and buildings to clean away the 
muck. Water covered about 40 
blocks in the town, and store 
clerks waded around in boots to 
serve customers. A fight to keep 
the sandbagged Missouri Utilities 
power plant in operation appeared 
successful. : 

At St. Louis, where the river 
reached its highest stage since 
1844 last Sunday with a reading 
of 40.28 feet, the level was down 
to 38.7 this morning after drop- 
ping .8 of a foot in 24 hours. 
Damage along thé waterfront here 
was estimated at $4,000,000 and 
was minor compared with the 
heavy destruction wrought by the 
flooding Missouri in western Mis- 
souri and Kansas. 

At Jefferson City, the alloca- 
tion pf $6600 in federal funds to 
four Missouri cities was an- 
nounced as the first to be ap- 
proved under a state emergency 
program. Cape Girardeau re- 
ceived $3250; North Kansas City, 
$480; Hardin, $420, and Jefferson 
City, $2450. 

Also approved was the alloca- 
tion of $51,000 for insect spray- 
ing and disinfection of water sup- 
plies in 34 Missouri counties. 

Spraying Planned. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. Louis 
Health Commissioner, said plans 
were being made to spray water- 
front areas which were flooded 
and are now breeding places for 
insects. Backed up sewers and 
high water in basements will 
leave behind filth and debris 
which constitute a health hazard 
as well as a nuisance, he said. 


The United States Public 
Health Service has assigned two 
insect-control specialists who are 
working with city and county 
health authorities here. 

At St. Charles the Missouri 
river was 33.4 feet this morning, 
a drop of .9 of a foot in 24 hours. 
The river reached its crest there 
last Friday at 37.3. High water 
in St. Charles county has put 
50,000 acres of farmland awash in 
the last three weeks. 

Road Washed Out. 

When the Missouri overran a 
smiall levee near Howard’s Bend 
in St. Louis county Thursday, wa- 
ter flowed over the westbound 
lane of Alternate Highway 40 
near Kratz airport, washing out 
large chunks of the road and clos- 
ing the St. Charles vehicle bridge. 
The route’s eastbound lane was 
already under water, St. Charles- 
St. Louis traffic has been diverted 
upriver to the Daniel Boone 
bridge, a 25-mfle detour. 

Wabash Runs Resumed. 


The Wabash railway began op- 
erating regularly scheduled runs 
yesterday over its St. Charles 
bridge, which had been out. of 
commission for two days because 
of a flood-damaged pier. The spe-

In the crowd were representa- 
tives from the 10 basin states of 
the Missouri river, farmers in 
overalls, many of them flood vic- 
tims, and top railroad and indus- 
trial leaders. 

Pick Tells of Plan. 

Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick in- 
sisted, “It is possible to stop 
these floods. We do have a com- 
prehensive plan . for this 
bread basket of the nation.” He 
described the plag as one includ- 
ing flood control, soil conserva- 
tion, irrigation, power and recre- 
ation. He said soil conservation. 
is definitely a part of the pro- 
gram. 

Gov. Peterson told the meeting 
that only 25 per cent of the Pick- 
Sloan plan for control of water 
in the basin was complete. 

Gen. Pick said four things must 
be done to stop floods in the low- 
er Missouri valley. He listed them 
as: (1) Reservoirs and local flood 
protection on the Kansas rivers; 
(2) on the Grand river in Mis- 
souri; (3) on the Marais des Cygnes 
in Kansas; (4) agricultural levees 
on both sides of the Missouri 
river from Kansas City to the 
mouth. » 

He estimated the total flood 
damage in Kansas and Missouri 
amounted to $990,000,000 and said 
the data is not yet complete. 

Of the total, Gen. Pick said, the 
Kansas loss was $813,000,000 and 
the Missouri damage $177,000,000.

The. bureau did predict that 
there would be heavy rains in the 
valley this spring. What it was 
not able to predict was how 
heavy or how continuous they 
would be, or, with any degree 
of concreteness, just where they 
would fall. 

The bureau’s extended fore- 
casts are on a month-to-month 
basis, It avoids calling them 
“forecasts” preferring to use the 
word “outlook,” and each of 
these publications bears on the 
first page in large black letters: 
“Cautionary Note: The 30 - day 
outlook given here is not a spe- 
cific forecast in the usual me- 
teorological sense, but is an esti- 
mate of average rainfall and 
temperature for the next 30 days 
based upon the best indications 
now available. For more specific 
predictions subscribers should 
look to the local forecasts pub- 
lished by the nearest Weather 
Bureau office. These are limited 
to approximately 36 to 48 hours 
in advance.” 


“A Tough Question.” 


Oliver was asked what was 
lacking in the present state of 
knowledge of weather forecast- 
ing that might have enabled the 
bureau to predict the flood. 

“That’s a tough question,” he 
said after reflecting a moment. 
“If we could answer that one, 
we probably could have supplied 
the forecast. I think it is just 
that we don’t know enough about 


now.” 

The 30-day forecasts, or out- 
looks, are issued about the first 
and middle of each month. They 
are not for general distribution, 
but may be purchased from the 
Superintendent of Documents for 
$4.80 a year. They consist prin- 
cipally of meteorological charts 
rather than, of forecasts stated

Basin. The “jig-saw puzzle 
pieces” that indicate this, how- 
ever, are by no means uniform in 
size or shape—sometimes they 
are larger, sometimes smaller, 
and no two are of similar shape. 
These differences serve to empha- 
size the tentative nature of the 
forecast, or outlook. 


It was emphasized further by 
Oliver in discussing with the re- 
porter the present status of long- 
range weather forecasting. 


“We have some success, per- 
haps,” he said, “in such forecasts 
that a month from now, in certain 
sections, the precipitation will be 
heavier, or the temperature 
higher, but how much heavier or 
higher, we can’t be certain. 

“If we say that the precipita- 
tion is going to be heavier, in the 
Midwest, that might mean that it 
will be heavier in half a dozen 
states, but we can not tell which 
of those states. 

“The rainfall in any area in 
this country during the summer 
is due to tropical air moving up 
from the south and interacting 
with cold air. Where they meet, 
you have precipitation. But the 
boundary of where they meet is 
movable; here one day and there 
another. If you are going to have 
a flood, the boundary must stay, 
or recur in one particular place.

-“Fine weather for ducks” is an 
old cliche—but it takes “fine” 
weather to produce a brood of 
downy ducklings as well as to 
bring them to maturity. Canada 
and the northern states are the 
duck factcries which furnish a 
major portion of the ducks that 
fly southward in the fall. If the 
potholes dry up, the clutch of 
eggs is lost and the brood stock 
is materially reduced. If excessive 
rains occur, the nesting areas are 
flooded out and again the mor- 
tality rate soars. If the young 
brood is stranded far away from 
water, due to droughts and the 
drying up of the lakes and pot- 
holes, not only are the young 
ducks lost but the parent ducks 
which are in the molting stage 
and incapable of flight are also 
victims of the whims of the 
weather. 

Predator Controi Sought. 


Magpies, crows, turtles and 
rapacious fish take a startling toll 
of the young ducklings each year. 
The crows and magpies are fond 
of duck eggs, while the fish and 
turtles seize the young ducklings 
and devour them greedily. Every 
effort is made to control the bird 
and turtle populations and in the 
past few years much progress has 
been made in reducing their num- 


rs. 

While the outlook is bright at 
present for a large increase 
ducks and geese, August weather 
will play an important role in 
the number of migratory fowl 
that go southward this fall. If a 
drought of major proportions or 
an excessive rainfall during the 
month should occur, then the

We are in great danger,. great- 
er perhaps than many Americans 
now appreciate.

Aesop’s Fable. 


You may recall Aesop’s old 
fable about an argument between 
the North Wind and the Sun. 
They were trying to see which 
one could take off the coat of a 
man who happened to be passing 
by. The Wind tried first. It 
blew and blew, and the icy blasts 
made ihe poor man shiver with 
cold. But the more the Wind 
blew, the more the man clutched 
his coat about him, and finally 
the Wind gave up. Then came the 
Sun. Out from behind a cloud it 
came, and shone gently and 
warmly, And the man, of his own 
accord, removed his coat. 

This fable illustrates our pres- 
ent danger.. The icy blast of Ko- 
rea made many people realize 
the need for building our 
strength. But, as soon: as the 
slightest break in the clouds ap- 
peared, some of our fellow citi- 
zens were ready to relax into the 
nearest rocking chair.

But are we alert against falling 
into a bigger trap here at home? 
Will the warm sunshine of a false 
propaganda “peace” campaign 
lead us to think that our problems 
are solved and that we can safely 
let-down our defense effort?

Whether or not an armistice 
results from the talks in Korea, 
the fundamehtal job ahead of us 
will not change. 

The attack on Korea brought 
home to many’of us the readiness 
of the Co to risk war. 
And it gave an impetus to our 
arms-building da gut ait it 
was not Korea alone that 
reason for our defense cefort. 

Whether or not there is peace 

in Korea, whether our adver- 


The world has never known 
a more ruthless or more power- 
ful challenge to the independ- 
ence of nations and the freedom 
of men. 

The tactics of the Kremlin 
are flexible, and may change 
from season to season. But so 
long as its power is of threat- 
ening proportions, and so leng 
as it does not show a willing- 
ness to work for a stable and 
peaceful world, the danger te

We must move ahead stead- 
fly and firmly to build our 
strength, regardless of what 
tune the Soviet Union happens 
to be playing at the moment.

Union has -more 
than 200 divisions, fully mobi- 
lized. In. addition,. the Soviet 
Union has a trained reserve of 
massive proportions. The Soviet 
air force is the world’s largest in 
peacetime, with more than 20,- 
000 first-line aircraft, a large pro- 
portion of which are jets of ex- 
cellent quality. 

What these figures mean for us 
is that we have a long way to go 
before we can breathe more easily. 

Let’s look at what we are doing 
to reduce as quickly as we can 
this risk of -var. 


First of all, we, are building 
strength at the center. We are 
mobilizing the great strength of 
the United States so that we will 
have readily available forces, and 
a production base that will enable 
us to expand rapidly if necessary. 

Timetable Advanced. 

Within the last year, we have 
advanced the timetable of this 
effort, but it is still short of what 
we must do. If we are to meet 
our minimum goals, we will have 
to do more than we are now do- 
ing. And it may be necessary to 
raise our sights to higher goals. 

This is a job which needs to 
be done co-operatively with our 
allies. We cannot do it alone, or 
without an effective organization 
of the total allied effort. Side-by- 
side with our defense program at 
home, therefore, we are helping 
to build a force in being in Eu- 
rope.

We are working 
together to lick the financial 
problems, the raw material prob- 
lems, and the many other prob- 
lems which must be overcome in 
the process of building strength 
together. 

We are greatly encouraged by 
the progress our European part- 
ners are making in strengthening 
their unity of operation. Many 
of us do not realize what progress 
has been made toward European 
unity in just the last two or three 
years. 

Pooling Strength. 

The North Atlantic Treaty idea 
of pooling military strength is a 
revolutionary peacetime accom- 
plishment. At Paris, several of 
the European nations are now in 
conference seeking to carry this 


principle further forward by 
establishing a single European 
defense force. We are deeply 
concerned with the success of 
this conference, and we are doing 
all that friendly co-operation can 
do to help it succeed. 

This effort is of a piece with 
the bold vision and promise of 
the Schuman plan which will pool 
the coal and steel industries of 
Western Europe. 

The vast free market of the 
United States, which allows raw 
materials and human skills to be 
used efficiently, has shown us the 
value of breaking down local trade 
barriers. We do not have one

concern as the defense of our 
own land. 

What we are now doing, in 
this total effort at home and in 
various parts of the world, is 
building up the capital. equip- 
ment of a defense system. We 
started with very little, and 
several years of very hard ef- 
fort are before us—even hard- 
er than we have yet put forth. 
But the greater our effort now, 
the more rapidly will we pass 
through the present period of 
maximum danger. 

When we have achieved our 
goals, when we have acquired the 
capital equipment of an adequate 
defense, we must not again be 
foolish enough to destroy it, to 
relax our guard. Once the capital 
cost has “een met, military ex- 
penditures and military aid pro- 
grams will be substantially less. 
Once a level of defense has been 
achieved which should deter any 
power from plunging the world 
into war, the task will shift from 
creating defenses to maintaining 
them. But they must be main- 
tained, and fully maintained. 
Until we reach that point, it 
would be as dangeruvus to relax 
our effort as it is to fall asleep 
in a blizzard. This is something 
we must all of us understand 
thoroughly, so that no one will 
be able to lull us or divide us, or 
in any way keep us from building 
‘strength and unity whith 
spell safety for us. 

When -we have a stout shield 
of defense, our problems will 
change, and become more man- 
ageable. So long as the Soviet 
regime remains what it is—com- 
mitted to the aim of world 
Communism directed from Mos- 
cow, dedicated to a fundamental 
hostility against states that are 
not subservient to its will—we 
cannot ever afford te become 
less vigilant of our freedom. 

The danger of war may be re- 
duced, but the struggle will con- 
tinue. The Soviet threat is much 
more than a military one, and 
we can expect that the effort to

Europe Rolls Back the Centuries 
It was at Paris where the medieval school- 
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sses stand idle. 

Mr. Woods estimated that the company, 
using this dead time, could increase bus service 
up to 28 per cent without increasing its payroll.

When the Time Comes 

Secretary of Defense Marshall put the troops- 
in-Korea issue all in a nutshell. If the Commu- 
nists are sincere, he said, “in wanting to work 
out with us a real settlement,” then there 
should be no problem whatever “about removal 
of troops when the proper time comes.” 

That is precisely the situation. The United 
States does not want to keep troops in Korea 
indefinitely. Neither do the other U.N. coun- 
tries. But after 13 months of war and many 
thousands of casualties, the U.N. forces are not 
going to be pulled out as @ Condition to a cease- 
fire order which the Kremlin’s stooges could 
repudiate the next day, 

The question of the withdrawal of-troops is a 
political matter. It will be settled as such later. 
If the Communists want to move toward peace 
they will agree to a ceasedire and negotiate 
terms about the troops at the proper time. 

Secretary Marshall’s stand squares fully with 
that of Secretary Acheson. We hope the North- 
ern side of the table at KaesOng understands 
that American opinion supports them both. If 
not the Communists have that still to learn.

their babies and often they do not understand their im- 

portance or the reasons behind the advice. If they under- 
stood, they would be more hospitable to the ideas. 

It is during the baby’s first nine months of life that he 
builds up a feeling of trust and confidence in the adults who 
care for him and in the environment in which he lives. 

How does he do this? One of the important first steps is to 
breast feed the baby. The modern emphasis upon breast feed- 
ing is not entirely because of the nourishment—that is just 
one part of it—but because breast milk is immediately avail- 
able to a hungry baby and as an added dividend the baby 
gets the warm, comforting embrace of a loving mother. Getting 
fed when he is hungry, being cooed at and cuddled while his 
hunger is being satisfied, these create trust in the baby.

IF THE BABY cannot be: breast fed, then the mother 
imitates nature’s way and holds the baby closely while she 
bottle feeds him instead of leaving him to satisfy his hunger 
in solitude from a propped-up bottle. 

it is necessary, too, that his cries be answered promptly. 
When he is hungry, when he is uncomfortable from wet or 
soiled diapers, when he is in need of company and in many 
other situations, the baby will cry, There was once a tendency 
to ignore these cries in fear that if they were catered to, 
the baby would become spoiled and demanding. 

Now, we know that all the baby develops is anxiety. Alone 
and helpless, if neglected, ht becomes anxious, then hostile 
toward an environment which ignores him.

THIS HOSTILITY, this don’t-care attitude, becomes a 
mark of his personality. He cares nothing for anyone because 
no one cared anything for him. It has been discovered through 
study of neglected babies that they lose all interest in living, 
become apathetic about food, because life is not worth living, 
or become brutal, irresponsible children.

‘found to insure that children themselves will develop into 
warm, loving, responsible dndividuals under this beneficent 
influence.

HINGS are humming around 

Trinity Church in St. Charles 

these days. 
- In the boiling sun, men whose 
hands never lifted anything heav- 
ier than a pencil in a business 
office are toting great cement 
blocks and carrying hods of mor- 
tar. Boys whose mothers couldn't 
coax them into going to the gro- 
cery for a loaf of bread are run- 
ning errands for the church and 
women with not too close ac- 
quaintance with mops and brooms 
are cleaning and scrubbing and 
doing their share in the building 
of a parish house, which is only 
one part of an ambitious cam- 
paign which is lifting Trinity 
Church out of the doldrums. 

It has been said that sometimes 
churches, like individuals, must 
experience a spiritual rebirth. 
That is what is happening at 
Trinity. Organized as a mission 
more than 100 years ago, it had 
its years of growth and spiritual 
prosperity. Then slowly it began 
to go downhill. Finally there 
came a time when it was a parish 
in name only. For 26 years it.had 
no rector and only once a month 
was the lovely and lonely little 
church opened when a priest 
came for a celebration of the 
Holy Communion. 

Then about two years ago &a 
little handful of the faithful de- 
cided that unless requiem was to 
be sung for Trinity Church, they 
must somehow find a way to 
bring a full-time minister to the 
parish. But the church till was 
empty and the situation seemed 
hopeless until the congregation 
invited Roy Schaffer, a lay work- 
er in the Missouri Diocese of the 
Episcopal Church, to help them 
with their problems. 

Schaffer, then secretary of the 
vestry of St. Stephen’s Church in 
Ferguson and member of the lay 
readers’ group, willingly assumed 
the responsibility for administer- 
ing the parish and brought with 
him to Trinity an enthusiasm that 
soon raised the little congregation 
of six communicants to its pres- 
ent complement of 80 baptized 
members. And not only is Trinity 
Church flourishing today, with 
many repairs to the church itself 
already completed and the new 
parish house going up under the 
hard-working hands of enthusi- 
astic parishioners, but Roy Schaf- 
fer is about to realize a long cher- 
ished dream. 

On Sept. 15 he will say goodby 
to the business world and enter 
Eden Theological Seminary to 
study for Holy Orders. Quitting 
the job he has held for 14 years 
as secretary to the managing edi- 
tor of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
he -will under arrangement with 
the Diocesan Council give one- 
half his time to study and the 


other half to his flock at Trinity. -

parish house. “Roy always takes 
the dirtiest jobs on himself. He 
never asks anybody to do any- 
thing he wouldn’t do himself.” 

While Richmond talked, Schaf- 
fer himself, in overalls and 
cement-spattered shoes, mixed a 
batch of mortar. 

“Not one of us here knows a 
thing abcut building,’ Schaffer 
explained when he had finished 
with trowel and cement. “But we 
couldn’t afford to have this parish 
house built. We got a bid of 
$20,000 from a contractor. He 
might as well have asked a mil- 
lion for all we could afford it. So 
we decided we'd build it our- 
selves, Through Dean Sidney 
Sweet, an unknown benefactor 
gave us $7000 fcr the materials 
and the rest is up to us.” 

Each Thursday since late May 
Schaffer has been taking one day 
of his annual vacation to work 
with the men of his parish on the 
new building. Saturday again 
finds him in overalls with an- 
other work party and gradually 
the structure is taking shape. 
When it is finished it will serve 
the Sunday School classes of the 
church which have been growing 
in the past two years and as a 
parish hall where church suppers 
and other recreational activities 
of the church can be held. 


“We've already had two purple 
hearts since we began putting up 
the building,” Schaffer laughs. 
“One man mashed his thumb with 
a hammer and another dropped 
one of these 4l-pound cément 
blocks on his toe.” 

Each Thursday and Saturday as 
the men of the parish labor on 
the new parish house, the women 
of the church busy themselves 
with cleaning the church proper 
and providing a noon-day meal 
for the laborers. Even the chil- 
dren get into the act. They run 
for ice and cold drinks, donated 
by other members of the parish, 
and stand around eagerly waiting 
for one of the amateur stone- 


masons to send them for trowel 


or level. 

When Schaffer becomes lay 
minister of Trinity in September 
while studying for: ordination at 
Eden, his life will be even more 
hectic than it has been the past 
2% years while he held down 
his job.at the Post-Dispatch and

all elsé I will have to find time 
for long hours of study. I know 
it will not be easy for me, a 37- 
year-old man, entering the semi- 
nary along with all those young 
fellows just fresh out of college.”

Ob- 
viously, the partners got their 
signals crossed and landed at 
quite a contract! 

West opened his fourth-highest 
club. South took East’s jack with 
the king and hopefully cashed 
the top spades. The queen did not 
fall, however, and South: had to 
play a third round. East discard- 
ed the heart seven. 

West could not afford another 
club lead—South might still have 
Q-x—and so he led his heart 10. 
Now came East's first slip—he 
ducked! Puttting up the ace, he 
felt, might make things easy for 
declarer. The result, however, 
was considerably different. South 
took his heart king, crossed to 
dummy’s spade jack and led an- 
other heart from the board. This 
time East put up the ace. - 

On this present heart trick 
West was in a peculiar (and dan- 
gerous) position. He had thrown 
the heart five on the fourth 
spade; now, on the heart ace, he 
either had to discard the diamond 
10 or give up a club. Both of 
these discards were fraught with 
danger, because both would call 
for a diamond shift! The diamond 
10 would be read as a demand 
for that lead; and a club discard 
might be interpreted as the aban- 
donment of the suit. Rather than 
surrender a trick however, West 
discarded the diamond 10.

Fix It Yourself

Wood Preservatives. 


AINT is wonderful stuff for 

lots and lots of things but 

when it comes to protecting 
wood from rot and decay there 
is nothing like a wood preserva- 
tive stain. And there is quite a 
difference between a paint and 
a stain. Paint remains on the 
surface of wood and only gives 
protection against moisture as 
long as the paint film remains 
unbroken. The second a small 
crack appears in the paint film, 
moisture can get in under it and 
start decay in the wood. 

A preservative stain, on the 
other hand, is absorbed by the 
cells in the wood and once sat- 
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urated with the stain they are 
sort of immune to attack by de- 
cay and dry rot. 

Any wood that is in direct con- 
tact with the earth, such as fence 
posts, should be treated with a 
preservative stain. The same 
holds for wood that is in direct 
contact with masonry which shows 
signs of dampness. Wood furring 
strips on basement walls and 
floors, for example. The same 
goes for wood that is located in 
a spot where there is poor circu- 
lation of air such as under an 
outside porch floor or a flight of 
outside wood steps. Staining wood 
roof shingles hefore they are ap- 
plied is also a good idea. 

A preservative stain can be 
applied by brushing. But soaking 
the wood in the stain is more 
effective as more of the stain is 
absorbed than when applied by 
brush. If you wish to apply a 
finish coat of paint over the stain, 
that’s okay too, but be sure to 
get a stain that can be painted 
over. Many of them won't do as 
a base for paint because they 
bleed through the hardened paint.
